' Stirring Scenes on the Tennessee— 


The Army at Pittaburg Land, 


ing -Battle of April 6th 


and 7th, 1802. 


It was 25 years ago that there occurred 


some lively scenes on the old Tennessee 
river. Qen. Grant and the victorious 
army under him had just taken Forts 
Henry and Donelson, Nashville and 
other places, and had returned to Fort 
Henry where the fleet was gathering and 
where there were some 80 steamers to 
carry the army up the river. Never was 
u grander eight presented to tlie human 
eye than the great fleet of steamers laden 
with troops, with flags floating and bands 


j plajing as they started up the river. The 


I "Glendale" and "Silver Moon" with their 


I steam oalliopes joined in the chorus, one 


playing "Dixie" and the other "The Girl 
I Left Behind Me." As the faster boats 
would jinsH the slow ones, oheer after 
cheer would rend the Bir as the lucky 
ones glided by. We had the good Inok 
to be on the steamer "Alex Mcott," which 
wns afterwords made the ram. Queen of 
the West, on account of her speed. We 
passed every lx*at on the river, except 
Oen. Hiirlbut's headquarters boat, and 
arrived at Pitteburg Landing in advance 
of the others. Loading our guns on the 
steamers we deployed as skirmishers «p 
ths bank and out into the timber, bul 
found no rebels there at that timet Ser- 
geant A, D. McHenry, of Clinton, III., 
was the first man to set foot on thnt his- 
toric landing. We moved out about one 
mile and went into onnip, and soon the 
other portion of our division (Hnrflntt's) 
and the divisions of C. F. Smith (W. H. 
L. Wallace) commanding, Oen. W. T. 
Sherman, John A. McClernnrd and Benj 
Prentiss arrived and went into mmp 
wliile Gen. Lew AVallace with his divi 
sion landed at Crump's Landing, 8 miles 
down the river, .opposite Savannah; but 
amid all our rejoicing an order had been 
received from Gen. Halleck, ordering 


Oen. 
Grant to turn his command over to 


Gea. 0. F. Smith and to remain on n 
bout at Fort Henry, claiming he had ex- 
ceeded his authority by taking Nashville 
and charging him with not reporting to 
headquarters, Ac. Grant did as he was 
ordered and we nad to go up the river 
without him. He asked to be relieved 
from command under Halleck, who was 
really afraid Grant would put down the 
rebellion before he left his headquarters 
up at St. Louis; but Halleck refused to 
relieve him, und Gen. Smith met with an 
accident that disabled him, and a few 
days before the battle of Bhiloh was 
fought Grant was sent up the nver to 
take command of the army, with instruc- 
tions to await the arrival of Gen. D. C. 
Buell with the Army of the Ohio, when 
Mr. Halleok was to come down and 
asBiime oliief command and the combined 
armies were to move on Corinth where 
Generals G. T. Beauregard and A. 8. 
Johnston were gathering an immense 
8i my, and it was no part of the pro- 
gramme on our aide to fight a battle ut 
Shiloli; but Generals Johnston and 
Beauiegard decided it would be a wise 
thing for them to destroy the army under 
Grant before (Jen. Buell arrived with the 
Army of the Ohio, and a forced march 
was made, tlie battle I/ought which wns 
one of the greatest battles of Ilia war- 
so says General Grant— nnd history 
will 
place 
it 
among 
the 
great 


battles. There were arrayed against us 
46,000 men, according to Gen. Beaure- 
gard's report of the battle, while General 
Grant says that at no tune during the 
day or. Sunday did we have over 25,000 
men in line. It will be remembered 
Gen. Lew Wallace's Division never ar- 
rived on the field until the struggle hi»d 
ended on Sunday evening; neither did 
tho troops of Gen. Buell; but step by 
step all day long the gallant army of the 
Tennessee gradually gave back, leaving 
the ground strewn with the dend and 
dying of both armies, until the last line 
wns reached near the Lauding; and there 
stood the gallant men who said not a 
step further can you go unless yon pass 
over our dead bodies. Neither did they 
but they were driven buck beyond the 
reach of our guns, and so ended the first 
ui>> at Smloli. On the neit day they 
were driven from the field with terrific 
loss, their commander in chief killed, 
and with 10,699 lulled and wounded 
awwding to Geh. Beiraregard's first re- 
port made immediate!} after the battle, 
which ho admitted in a letter to the wri- 
ter to be incorrect. He says in his report 
that the) attacked us with 46.000 men. 
that their loss was 10,699; also that they 
could pnt bnt 20,000 men in line on Mon- 
day morning. 'Ibis would leave 16,000 
men unaccounted for. I called his atten- 
tion to this matter, and he says his first 
report was made immediately after the 
battle, and was incorrect, asliia subordi- 
nate oommanders sent their 
reports 
direct to Hicbinond in place of through 
his headquarters, consequently he could 
onlj make an estimate, ot their losses. 
The fuels are that their losses reached at 
least 20,000, and some place them at 24,000; 
and I have no doubt that ours was far 
more tbiui it was reported in all at 11,047, 
(inn. Grunt says our bnrial parties re- 
•K>rtt>d the), had buned 4,000 Confed- 
erate dead on the field, which would 
make their loss in wounded far beyond 
the figures given by General Beauregard 
in his estimated report. 


We have briefly given some of the 


facts in regard to this terrible battle, 
which was fought 25 years ago to-day on 
the bunks of the rolling Tennessee, and 
where many n brave boy is sleeping 
to-day who went down fighting tor the 
Union and Flag.

source of Income of the employers, anil 
shall be a lien upon the products of'the 
work or service wherever found within 
tho limits of the commonwealth, the lien 
to be In force until the claim is paid in 
full, the cost in the proceedings 1,0 be 
borne by the commonwealth. 


The bill also provides that employers 


shall be responsible for all personal in- 
jury or financial loss incurred by any em- 
ploye while In the performance ot his 
duty, except when such Injury or loss is 
caused by the negligence of the employe,

lating to cruelties. There has been no 
convict or keeper by the name of Shot in 
;he Auburn prison during the past eleven 
roars or OVPI-. The testimony ot many 
convicts, some of them undoubtedly in- 
corrigibles, does not sustain or bear out 
;he charges made. There is no separate 
or officers' mess-room or boarding carried 
on ut this prison, nor has thoro been for 
the past six years. There was no legisla- 
tive committee there during September 
last, or at any other time during the year 
1888. 
During three formal sessions of 


this commission at this prison during the 
past year, not one of its members has 
ever eaten a meal at the warden's table 
or at his expense; not being tendered or 
accepted wines, liquors, or refreshments 
of any kind—not even to the extent of a 
cigar. The representations of the alleged 
Thomas Shot are neither just rtor true, so 
far as they relate to the disipHne of the 
prison, or to punishments for violation of 
prison rules.

houses, 748,340 pupils enrolled, and 20,- 
r>40 teachers, that cost the state for main- 
tenance the immense aggregate of $10,- 
136,058.96. No other branch of the pub- 
lie service involves HO much. It will, 
therefore, be seen that the suggestion 
made by btatt> Superintendent Kic-bard 
Fidwards for a commission to revise and 
codify the school laws of Illinois is one 
worthy the earnest consideration of the 
General Assembly. The proposed codi- 


John Milton Lowry, one ot the best 


known and most highly esteemed resi- 
dents of Deoatur, died at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning at his home on North 
Church street, near the corner of West 
Main, in the 63d year of his age, death 
resulting from a paralytic stroke received 
on Sunday evening at 11 o'clock, just 
after he had retired for the night. His 
entire right side was affected. He was 
unable to articulate intelligibly, though 
he tried hard to speak to his wife. He 
was unable even to write or spell out 
what he wanted to communicate by the 
use of large letters placed before him. 
He suffered gre»tly 24 hours before his 
death, but towards the last he grew 
weaker and passed away peacefully, 
attended by his devoted wife, children 
and friends. 


The deceased was an honorable, high- 


minded gentleman, of strong convictions 
for the right, with the courage to express 
his views on any subject. He was always 
interested in public affairs, applauding 
the good as it was revealed and denounc- 
ing the evil. He served his country 
bravely as a Union soldier, participating 
m the battles of Fort Henry and Fort 
Donelson where he was wounded; also 
engaging with the gallant 8th Illinois in 
the historical battle of Shilch. His com- 
rades say lie was one of the bravest men 
in the regiment and performed alibis du- 
ties faithfully and well. At the time of his 
death Mr. Lowry was serving his second 
term UH justice of the peace, un office he 
has filled with general acceptability. In 
1879 ho was elected assessor of Decutnr 
township, and before the war he was 
elected constable. H« was a member of 
the First M. E. Church. December 27th, 
1884, at the Irwin drug store corner, in 
time of u heavy sloet, Mr. Lowry had a 
hard fall by which he suffered u frac- 
ture of his left hip. He-had recovered 
from the injury, but was compelled t*o 
use a cane. He was apparently in good 
health Saturday, when ha participated as 
a delegate in the Republican township 
convention, and oil Sunday, up to a few 
moments before his death he was walking 
through the apartments at home con- 
versing with his family. 


Mr. Lowry was born near Paris, Edgar 


county, 111., Nov. 2d, 1825. He came to 
Salt Creek, near Kenney, 111., in 1832 
with his parents, und moved to Deoatur 
in law. 
In 1852 in Decatnr Martha M. 


Pngh, daughter of Mrs. Col. I. C. High, 
became the wife of deceased. To the 
couple wero born four children, all of 
whom are living. They are Mrs. Alviru 
Vance, William I., Mary and Silas Lowry. 
Mrs. Preston Butler, of Appleton City, 
Mo., and Mrs. Nancy Langhlin.of Bock- 
ville, Mo,, and William Lowry, of Ken- 
ney, are the sisters and brother of de- 
ceased. Mr. Lowry served as first lieu- 
M,enant of Co. B, fith Ills. Volunteer In- 
fantry, for three months to July, '61, and 
^re-enlisted for three years as first lieu- 
tenant of Co. B, resigning in 1862. He 
was a member of Dunham Post No. 14], 
G. A. R., and of the Macon County Vet- 
erans Association. 


The funeral will take place on Sunday 


afternoon from the residence or First M.

The sudden death of Hurry C. Vos- 


burgh, which occurred at his apartments 
at St. John's Place hist evening at 7 
o'clock, was n shock and a surprise to all 
who knew him.

CTTx' POLITICS. 


The Prohibitionist* Name Hon. L. 


L. Haworth for Mayor. 


At the adjourned mass meeting ot pro- 


hibitionists, part ot whom wish to be 
known this year as anti-saloon voters, 
held at the court house last night. 
Chairman V. H. Parke presided, and N. 
E. Adams served as secretary. 
When 


the meeting was called to order at eight 
o'clock there were less than 30 voters in- 
side the railing, while on the outaide 
were nearly 50 spectators who took no 
part in the proceedings; among these 
were about ten ladies,, members of the 
local W. C. T. U. At the previous meet- 
ing a campaign committee was appointed 
to interview available men for mayor, 
clerk, attorney and aldermen to be put 
on the anti-saloon ticket and present 
such names before the meeting for nomi- 
nation. M. P. Murphey, who was chosen 
chairman of that committee, made an in- 
troductory speech, stating that the com- 
mittee had been talking to a number of 
gentlemen in the community. The com- 
mittee had worked faithfully to find the 
strongest man for mayor, and had finally 
come to the conclusion to name Hon. L. 
L. Hawortlt as tlie no-license candidate 
for the highest office in the gift of the 
city. He placed Mr. Haworth in nomi- 
nation. The second was by Ayres Lefor- 
gee. Before the vote was taken John 
Lindsay offered an amendment that Mr. 
Haworth be presented to the public, not 
as a no-license candidate, but us the rep- 
resentative, of the Imeineue interests of 
Decatnr and bent moral element of I he 
community knock off the 
no-license 


part of the motion and simply present 
Mr. Haworlh aa a candidate for mayor. 
Mr. Murphey bluntly refused to accept 
the amendment, and took occasion to re- 
mark: "You fellows who are anti-license 
voters, any so, (applause), don't dodge 
the question- the saloon men won't let 
you-do that; they always know how a 
candidate stands on the liquor question 
before they vote." There w.'is no vote on 
the amendment for want of a second/nnd 
Mr. Hnworth was declared the no-license 
nominee for mayor without n dissenting 
voice. 


As to tlie aldermen, Mr. Murphej said 


tho committee hnd been unable to select 
candidates. His motion that the wards 
be called by numbers and that the chair- 
man of each name a candidate was adopt- 
ed. A. W. Conkhu named W. H. Gipson 
for tho tirst ward, but he positively de- 
clined to be a candidate. Mr. Murphey 
said ho hud been n Republican for thirty 
years, and he never knew of a Republican 
declining a nomination. A. F. Smith 
suggested that tlie matter of selecting 
aldermen should be left to the campaign 
committee, antl he made a motion to that 
effect. The motion was adopted. 


T. A. Pritchett offered a motion that 


tho meeting nominate candidates for jit- 
torney, clerk nnd treasurer, and it got u 
second. Mr. Murphey did not support 
the motion. The committee was unable 
to find men suitable who would agree to 
accept the nomination from the anti-li- 
cense element. He thought the wiser 
course for the anti-saloon voters to pur- 
sue would be to t,ry to elect the mayor 
and aldermen. 
E. MeNnbl> gave his 


views on the situation, and agreed with 
Mr, Murphey in his suggestions. He 
said Decntur was constantly paying trib- 
ute to the saloons; that the saloons are n 
great curse,and that the man who stands 
up for prohibition in the community is a 
.marked man. Do not undertake too 
much; let us elect the mayor, if we can, 
and next time we mny do better. "Should 
the Republicans nominate a straight 
ticket, I believe it will be elected." Rev. 
S. F. Gibb spoke at length, urging the 
importance of nominating n candidate 
for city attorney. He considered that 
office very important, inasmuch as with- 
out an attorney who is in sympathy with 
the prohibition cuifse, the laws are not 
likely lo be aa rigidly enforced as they 
should l>e. 
John Lindsay had talked 


with the members of the bar on the sub- 
ject. They had told him that a nomina- 
tion at the hands of tho no-license peo- 
ple would injure their business, and 
that to accept would be u sacrifice for 
them. He thought the nomination should 
be deferred. Mr. Murphey had a few 
words to offer on the Ixiycot t idea sug- 
gested by Mr. Lindsay, and said he did 
did not believe such an alleged persecu- 
tion ever hurt' anybody. J. Q. A. Odor 
arose to state that he was anxious to vote 
for a straight no-license ticket, from top 
to bottom. At this point Mr. P"xton, 
who was coached by A. F, Smith, offered 
an amendment to Mr. Prilchett's motion, 
that the whole matter of naming candi- 
dates for attorney and aldermen be left 
to the campaign committee. The mot ion 
was adopted, and the meeting adjourned, 
Mr. Mnrphey urging all participating in 
the proceedings to rally to t he support 
of the ticket.
